Draft Law 


6y JAMES MARLOW: 


Washington, June 29 — (/P)— This 


is an ABC on the new draft act 
—the selective service act— which 
congress okyaed this week. Presji- 
dent Truman, will sign it into law. 


It will remain law until July 9, 


1951. It is the same 
draft 
law 


which has been in 
effect 
since by the pastor. 


1948, 
except for a c o u p l e 
of 


charges, only one of which need 
be mmtioned here. The new law 
means: 


1. Every youth must registei 


with his local draft board, or 
place deisgnated by it, within five 
days after reaching his 18th birth 
day. But he can't be drafted 
un- 


til he's 19. 


2. Every youth between 19 and 


26—arid all between 
those 
age 


must be registered—can be draf 
ed into the armed forces 
for 
2 


months' service, unless 
deferrec 


or exempted for one reason or an- 
other. 


Actually, although this draft law 


has been on the books since 1948, 
no one has been drafted 
in 
the 


past 18 months. Why? B e c a use 
enough youths have voluntarily en- 
listed to make 
drafting 
others 


unnecessary. Enlistments are run 
ning about 34,000 a month. 


Some will be exempted from the 


draft because they .are: 


1. Ministers and students study- 


ing for the ministry.
